the back of tho head and.struck in the 
back and shoulders by about forty 
buckshot; Frank Burner, head badly 
bruised, trampled upon and internal 
injuries. 


The Italians for many months have 


wished to drive the Negroes out of tho 
coal mining belt, and Sunday a plausi- 
ble excuse for doing so presented it- 
self.

At 1 o'clock Sunday morning an 


Italian was held up on tho public 
highway by four Negroes, robbed and 
shot four times, from the effects of 
which his physician says he can not 
live. 
A mass meeting of the Italians 


was called, and at 10 o'clock a mob of 
over three hundred that had gathered 
started out for the Negro village, 
which is located 
about two miles 


west of Spring Valley. They were 
leaded by the Spring Valley Italian 
brass band to deceive the Negroes into 
thinking the assembly a peaceable one. 
This band rendered several national 
anthems. The Negroes, as a result, 
remained in choir homes, the Italians 
Eell onto them like a lot of Apache In- 
dians. Tho men were dragged out, 
clubbed, trampled upon and made 
the targets for the shot-guns, ri- 
llos 
and 
small 
arms 
that 
the 


mob 
had 
brought 
with 
them. 


The women were insulted, slapped 
and two of them while begging for 
mercy were shot down and fatally 
injured. 
Sheriff Clark, of Princeton, 


was telegraphed for and arrived on 
he ground with a posse, but came too 
.ate as the work had long been done 
Before he arrived. The Negroes fled 
.error stricken over the surrounding 
lills and Sunclaj' night slept under 
trees and in barns with the exception 
of a few whom the farmers sheltered. 


Many of the injured arc expected to 


die. 
No arrests as yet have been 


atttemptcd.

DEADLY PLASH: 


Methodist Church, Sharkstown, 


N. jr, Struck by Lightning 


Just as the Benediction Had Been 


Pronounced by the Pastor. 


Srore of People Injured, Some Probably 


Fatally—Tile Bolt Entered the Ua-,3- 


inent, Shot np Through the Floor, 


Hurating With -A Territic Report. : 


FJLEMINGTON, N. J., Aug. 5.—The 


words of the benediction had scarcely 
left the lips of Rev. Mr. Bowman, of 
the Methodist church at Sharkstown, 
Sunday, when there came a blinding1 
flash of lightning and a terrific burst 
of thunder that all but wrecked the 
building-. TKe bolt en tef eel the church 
and injured a score of people, several 
of them probably fatally. 
The list of 


those most seriously hurt is as follows: 
James BofF, Minnie Grace, Miss K. 
Hoffman, Asa Bannon, the sexton, 
Mrs. Bowman. 


The bolt seemed to enter the edifice 


by the basement, shooting up through 
the floor and bursting with the force 
of a huge cannon. Members of the 
congregation who had started to leave 
or were standing in groups conversing 
witt each other were thrown into a 
wild panic while at least twenty of 
them received injuries more or less 
severe. 


Amid the tumult of screaming wom- 


en and crying children, the groans of 
the injured, there was a, stampede of 
frightened horses under the shed out- 
side. 
A 
number of 
them broke 


their 
tethers 
and 
ran 
away, 


wrecking the carriages 
to which 


they 
were 
attached 
and dashing 


down sections of fencing. 
Pastor 


Bowman, and scores of willing hands 
were soon at work among the stricken 
ones. A number of them were uncon- 
scious, and it was thought at first that 
they had been killed outright. They 
were laid upon the pew cushions. The 
parsonage, which adjoins the church, 
was converted into a hospital 
Dr. 


Snydcr, of Quaker town, and Dr. Grace, 
of Clinton, quickly responded to calls 
upon them and attended the sufferers. 
All the clothing was torn from. Sexton 
Bannon, while his shoes looked as 
though they had been run through a 
corn sheller, being literally cut to 
pieces. He is suffering from the shock 
and can hardly recover. 


The bolt struck through the floor, 


right at the feet of Minnie Grace and 
she was thrown down with great vio- 
lence. Her watch guard was melted 
and the time piece looks as though it 
had gone through a furnace. 
Miss 


Grace's life is despaired of. Mrs. Bow- 
man, 
who stood near Miss Grace, was 


also thrown down by the awful explo- 
sion. Her hat was thrown from her 
head and a steel ripped clean out 
of her corset. She is still unconscious 
from the shock. 


James Hoff got the full force of the 


giant electric shock, and he lies in a 
semi-conscious condition. 


Examination of the building after 


the excitement had subsided somewhat 
showed that the bolt had struck an 
outer wall, ran down to the basement, 
sixty feet-along- the joists, and shoo up 
through the iloor like a huge bullet, 
The large bell in the tower was loos- 
ened from its hangings, and only a 
slender strip of sc'antling kept it from 
rashing down upon the heads of 
scores of deople at the doorway.

A GOOD MAN GONE. 


BIr. Heiiry Barlow Passe* Away at An 


Early Hour This Morning nt His 


Residence on East Fourth Street. 
Mr. Henry Barlow, father of Gns 


Barlow, of the Press, died this morn- 
ing at half past two o'clock at his resi- 
dence, 305 East Fourth street He had 
been ill almost a month with a compli- 
cation of dseases, his case being con- 
sidered hopeless for the 
past 
two 


weeks. Several times he was at the 
point of death, and reports that he had 
given up the struggle were circulated 
several times. Every time, however, 
ho rallied, and last Thursday appeared 
to be so much better that his family 
began to entertain hopes that he wonld 
ultimately recover. Friday, however, 
his heart'showed signs of weakening, 
and from that time he began to sink, 
peacefully passing away this morning 
into that dreamless sleep which we 
call death. The death of Mr. Barlow 
removes from our midst a truly good 
man—one who so lived that he could 
indeed point back to a long life on 
which there were no stains. He was a 
very quiet, modest, unobtrusive gentle- 
man, and was not widely known, but 
iu the immediate circle of his acquain- 
tances he was greatly beloved for his 
many noble qualities, and his death 
will be sincerely monrncd. 


Mr, Barlow was born in England, 


and had ho lived would have been 79 
years old on tho 83nd of December 
next. 
When quite young his parents 


came to Baltimore. 
While he was yet 


in his teens Mr. Barlow came to Ross 
county, this state, and there, January 
2S, 1847, he married Rosena Marshall, 
who survives him. Shortly afterward 
they moved to Jackson, where Mr. 
Barlow went into business. He was 
very successful aud accumulated a con- 
siderable fortune, having at this time 
the largest store and best business in 
the city. 
Always a generous, 
big 


hearted man, he never refused a friend 
a favor if ho could help it, and this 
proved his ruin. 
He went security on 


notes, which it became necessary for 
him to pay. Then business reverses 
followed and all his fortune was swept 
away. Then after the war he left 
Jackson, coming to Portsmouth to start 
life anew. 
After remaining here a 


short time he went to Vincennes, Ind., 
where he resided four years, then came 
back to Portsmouth,' where he has 
since resided. 
He was an expert cab- 


inet maker and worked for a long time 
for J. B. Nichols, and later for the 
Wait Cabinet works. 
For the past few 


years he has heen doing nothing, how- 
ever. 


Mr. Barlow was an earnest Chris 


tian, and had been for years a member 
of Eigelow church. 
The funeral will 


be held from the house tomorrow after 
noon at 3 o'clock, Revs. McElroy and 
Filler conducting the services.

Chicago, Dulnth aud points along th 
lakes the boats would be towed by tugs 
By this plan a continuous water rout

tion perhaps two-thirds.

nearly paid their own way. and this 
adds hope that they may bo secured if 
liberal payments are offered. 


Several public spirited citizens of 


this part of Wost Virginia have sug- 
gested that the state of West Virginia 
might take a very considerable amount 
of stock in the enterprise if it could be 
made clear to the legislature that it- 
would not be a losing game. 


The state has nearly Si,000,000 school 


funds invested which it cannot spend 
under the constitution, and tbe pro- 
posed ciuial scheme would be as safe 
as many of the investments how held.
